completely disorganised shipping 
in the harbour, 


Several stenmers, scheduled to 
leave at noon,.were forced to post- 
pone their departure. One or two 
crept slowly down the harbour, but 
Were foreed to anchor at Kowloon 
Bay, the Lycemoon entrance being 
completely obliterated by the fog. 


An official at Lyeemoon said to the 
“Telegraph”: “Visibility here Js less 
than 15 feet and tae entrance to the! 
harbour is invisible. The mist -de- 
cended suddenly at 12,45 p.m., and 
uppears to be getting worse.” 


The Officer on Duty at the Waglan 
Lighthouse said by cable-telephone: 
“A heavy mist suddenly decended 
here nt 2 p.m. It'seems to be getting 
worse, and I doubt if shipping will 
be able to find” the entrance to 
Hongkeng until !t lifts. As far as 
we can sce here there are no ships 
moving.” 


‘The mist, which is apparently 
&encral along the coast, is a result 
of a new anti-cyclone developing 
over North China, Cool north- 
easterly winds, mixing: with the 
warmer atmosphere in Hongkong, 
are responsible for the fog. 


One of the aftermaths will probably 
bo much colder weather for Hong- 
kong within 48 hours. : 


Several ships have. had their 
schedules disorganised by fog and 
mist which has reached from Huinon 
Island to Shanghal.

Chinese now refer to’ as the Double 
Twelfth affair, came as a grent shock 
to China, and although he was re- 
leased within a fortnight, a tragedy 
was al one time feared. I believe 
that the Generalissimo has ré- 
pudinted the title of Dictator. AN 
the same his influence Js felt every- 
where in China, and either directly 
or ‘indirectly his hand can be traced 
behind most of the progressive 
uchemes of development which have 
been initlated during the Inst few 
years. He has done much for China, 
and his removal would be x serious 
blow to the progress recently made. 


Prior to the Sian incident the 
country. seemed... to be. reasonably 
quiet and the Central Government 
firmly installed, but since then there 
has again been uncertainty, though 
the Plenary Session of the Central 
Executive Committee just concluded 
hus we trust cleared the air. 


HONGKONG AND CANTON

The foreign banks, with the excep- 
tion of the Japanese, handed over 
all thelr siiver against legal tender 
notes carly inthe year, but no In- 
formation is» available as to the 
actual stocks now held by the Chinese 
Government. Considerable nmounts 
have, of course, been disposed ,af. 
The legal tender note Issue at the 
end of the year was about $1,100,- 
000,000.—which excludes the Issues 
of the commercial banks, whose notes 
have not yct been entirely recalled, 
and of the Farmers’ Bank, the posi- 
tlon of which is somewhat obscure. 
According to the reports of the Cur- 
rency Reserve Board, fully 60 per 
cunt, cover against the notes of the 
Government Danks is held in “cash,” 
which term Sncludes foreign curren- 
eivs. These Iegal tender notes are 
now current in’ every province 
{hroughout China in varying degrees 
of popularity and they are steadily

PLAYTHING OF POLITICS ; 
. Without such a basis, “manage-

me, of course, reatise that there 
are few countries with a completely 
independent Central Bank system 
and that, consequently, politics often 
play a permanent part in currency 
matters. For this reason It will be 
obvious to you that very great im- 
portance attaches to the actual terms 
of the new Central Reserve Bank 
Act, which will be keenly scrutinized 
by all who are interested in Chinn's 
currency & finance, 
If conditions in China‘keep up the 
steady improvement whitch has been 
made recently, and if unification of 
the country Is maintained and 
4{nternal strife ts avoided, perhaps 
China will be more willing to allow 
free play to the natural forces of 
supply and demand. The signs of 
recovery are clearly apparent and the 
excellent crops throughout the coun- 
try have been a great boon, 
coming as they did at a time 
when exchange had just — been 
fixed at a reasonably low level, and 
when the demand for China produce 
was improving abroad. As a few 
instances, we may mention the im- 
provement in Chinese commodity 
prices, the rise. in yarn, the demand 
for piece goods which has resulted in 
the re-opening of closed cotton- 
mills, and tncouraging progress re- 
ported by utility companies, 
Shanghai ts, however, still faced 
with one serious handicap to entire 
recovery in the dendlock that exists 
In regard to ,!ts mortgage and real 
estate problem, with which is bound 
up the question of the right of Jand- 
lord vis-a-vis tenant. 
anomalies in the Jaws governing 
these matters which require’ to be 
straightened out. Chinese property 
owners are just us much offected os 
forcigners and we trust that the 
Legislative Authorities will deal 
with these points shortly, as we be- 
lieve’ they are being urged to do, 


CHINA'S FOREIGN DEBTS 

Early last year an Internal Debt 
Consolidation scheme was presente: 
to and’ accepted by bondholders, 
whereby the Interest rate on domestic 
bonds was reduccd to 6 per cent. and 
amortisation .schedules were cpn- 
siderably extended. About the same 
time a Recovery Loan of $340,000,000 
was placed with tlie Government 
Banks, Since theri the Government 
have had no recourse to the domestic 
bond: market but have covered their 
requirements by other‘meons, There 
have, however, been ao number of 
provinelal and Railway bond Issues, 
some of which have been secured on

ment,

Occasional political scares 
cuused speculative manipulations, but 
the official rate has nevertheless been 
maintained without wavering, and 
the resources nt the disposal of the 
Savernment Banks have proved 
adequate. During the whole of 1936 
the rates In Shangha! for the pound 
have remained between 1/2.44d. and 
1/2,10/32d.,. a difference of: only 
11/32d., while the U.S, Dollar rate 
has ranged from 2944 to 30%.

The Cuban Government recognises 
the necessity of alleviating the posi-

Criticism was made of Mr. A. P. Herbert's Marriage Bill now 


before Parliament. 


Tlic resolution of the Bishop of 
Ely (Dr. Heywood) in the Upper 
House stated: * 

“This House is not able to approve 
the ndmission to Holy Communion of 
persons who, having remarricd after 
divorce ond having thereby trans- 
geessed the Inw of Christ and the 
Church, continue to live in disregard 
of the moral obligations which must 
bind those who are to be admitted to 
Holy Communion.” 


“ALWAYS A SIN” 


The Bishop maintained that re- 
marriage after divorce always in- 
volved a sin against the Seventh 
Commandment. 

“I belleve it is said that the con- 
demned murderer is admitted to 
Communion before execution, and it 
4a asked: If the murderer, why not 
the adulterer,” he sold. 

“But if the murderer is in a posi- 
tion to continue the slaughter of his 
neighbours and avails himself of the 
opportunity, then we should surely 
not admit him to Communion.” 

The Bishop of Chichester (Dr. 
Bell), opposing the resolution, said: 
“There is a very great danger of 
schism if the purity of the Church 
were to be pushed to such a final 
conclusion as to make it Impossible 
to contain within the Church all but 
the most purified and: the most 
deeply and irretrievably devoted to 
this Article of excommunicating those 
who break the marringe bond.” 

The Bishop of Birmingham (Dr. 
Barnes) said; “I cannot see that it 
js right to fence the altar, We ought 
to encournge all who desire the help 
of Christ to live better. lives and to 
come to His Table. 

“Chrjst came not to call the 
rightcous, but sinners to repentance.” 

The Bishop of London (Dr, Ingram) 
said that he belleved {t was wrong 
in itself to excommunicate. He des- 
cribed it as “sending people to 
spiritual death.” : 


SPIRITUAL DEATH 


The Archbishop of Canterbury (Dr. 
-Lang) -said- he-could-not- bring-him— 
self to accept the resolution, and. that 
he felt that they would be justified 
in conscience in not- accepting It. 

Only the Bishops of Ely and St. 
Altans voted .for the resolution. 

The Upper House also considered a 
report: of the Jaint Committee on the 
Church and Marriage, with recom- 
mendations presented by the Bishop 
of Winchester.

The Archbishop of York (Dr. 
Temple) said there had been dis- 
appointmient among the deaco- 
nesses that their order had not 
béen placed.on a level with the 
order of deacons, " 

There was no desirc, he said, 
to belittle the order of dcacones- 
ses, but rather to magnify It. 
Its motlve was to set it free 
from somo restriction that -were 
Imposed on the deacons, 


. steps should be taken to strengthen 
the safeguards against the methods 
of collusion and perjury which arc 
at the present time. not uncom- 
monly employed in -seeking to 
secure decrees of divorce.” 

The resolution was moved by the 
Dean of Winchester (Dr, Edward 
Selwyn). 

“A High Court judge who has to 
deal with many poor people's divorce 
suits has told me,” said. the Dean, 
“that he did not see anything in the 
new Bill which really was going to 
deat with the question ‘of collusion. 

“I thinks he rather thought that the

supcrable, : 
“Anyone who knows the sort of 
divorce sults that arc now taking 
place knows well that the people 
engaged In them are not going to 
wait three years ‘before they get 
release. 

“They are perfectly prepared ta 
have ‘put up’ adultery to get it. 

“They do not mind .if it involves 
perjury. . It {s with these people that 
the Inw_ought to deal.” 

The Suffragan Bishop of Barking 
(Dr. J. T. Inskip) also criticised Mr. 
A. P, Herbert's Bill, which js now 
before Parliament. 


“If the grounds for divorce are cx~ 


tended,” he said, “it {s rensonable to 
suppose that the present alarming 
ratio of divorce might very well be

SEA-BED BROADCAST 
PLAN — 


GALVAGE operations in the 
‘former Cunard. liner Lusi- 
tania, which was torpedoed and 
sunk by a German submarine in 
1916, with a loss of 1,198 lives, 
are expected to begin next April, 

It is planned (says a London 
Journal) to breale the ship up under 
water by explosives and sell the 
metal as serap, and probably, it Is 
stated, for the manufacture of armi- 
ments. 5 


On May 7, the 22nd anniversary 
ot the eutastrophe, Capt. John D. 
Craig, the under-water photographer, 
hopes to broadcast from the Lusi- 
tunia's deck, and a film record Is to 
be made of the salvage operation, 

Two obstacles have hitherto pre- 
vented the salvaging of the Lusl- 
tania, which, in addition to its value 
as scrap metal, is believed to con- 
tain valuable jewellery. The first 
was ignorance of the position of the 
hull, the second the lack of sultable 
diving equipment. : 

The liner is believed to.hove been 
locnted by echo-sounder opporatus 
by Capt, Henry B. Russell], of Glas- 
pow, in command of an expedition 
in the 45u-ton Ophir in October, 
1935, at_o point 11.2 miley from 
Kinsale Head, Ireland. 

The sounder recorded an object

GLOOMY JAPANESE OUTLOOK 


The situntion in Japan does not on 
the face of It make for optimism and 
persons trained in ceonomics are 
making gloomiest of forechsts as to 
the outcome of the political, financial 
and trade vsitusution as it exists at 
present. It is impossible to forctell 
how the political situation will deve- 
lop, but we hope for the best. As 


regards the budget, we must confess 


But as regards trade, 
the position hardly seems, to warrant 
pessimistic conclusions. Last year’s 
Neures again showed considerable 
expansion and compare very favour- 
ubly ‘with those of many other 
countrics, Exports ‘have — increased 
about 8 per cent, in spite of the 
handicap of tariffs and quotas, while 
the visible adverse balance of trade 
is belleved to have been covered by 
Invisible receipts. Shipping has been 
very prosperous und the tourist trade 
greater than ever. The drastic ex- 
change control measures instituted o- 
Junuary § of this ycar almed at deal- 
ing with the nervousness in the ex- 
change market, caused — by 
unbalanced budget and the prospects 
of ‘heavy buying abroad to cover 
Army and Navy requirements. These 
measures should result in a better 
balance between imports‘and exports, 
but there are no indications of any 
serious check jn the expansion of 
trade throughout the present year, 

In Malaya, as in Chino, trade began’ 
to look up in the second half of 1936, 
mainly because of the better demard 
for the two chief products—tin. and 
rubber. ‘Prices hnve been at re- 
muncrative. levels for producers, and 
the prospects for the present year are 
promising, . : 

In. the Phillppine Islands political 
conditions have been: normal, and -the 
busincss community feel confident 
that they will be able to operate 
without legislative interference, The 
boom In gold mining has been coupl- 
ed with higher prices for the main 
lecal commodities, such as sugar, 
copra, and hemp, and as q result the 
export figures have’ increased: con- 
siderably, while the financial position 
of the Government .hos also im- 
‘proved. Incrensed taxation on the 
production of mines and on corporate 
incomes may affect the importation 
of foreign capital, but the outlook is, 
generally speaking, good. ‘ 

OUTLOOK BRIGHT 

In conclusion, may I just remind 
you that In times of difficulty wide 
differences of opinion are’to be ex- 
pected in business cireles, and- more 
especially do bankers and their con- 
stiftents find points of disagreement. 
It must be remembered that the Inst 
few years have been an. exccptionally 
trying and uncertain period. 

The. world is now emerging from 
its diMeulties, Some countries have 
come through better than others, and 
the Far Enst has-come through: better 
than many parts. On: the whole the 
outlook is reasonably bright; but it 
Is-not safe to’ prophesy what the 
future holds in store, For. ourselves,

the heart ef an Englishman than 
Hen: y Wadsworth Longfellow. 

Who js not familar with 
Village Blacksmith,” “Excetsior, 
Wreck of the Hesperus,” ond “A Psalm 
of Life,” to mention a few ‘of his 
smaller pocms? 

Consider, too, what an_ institution 

“Hiawatha,” to Coleridge-Taylor’s 
music, has become In this country. 
’ When the bust of Longfellow: » was 
placed In the Poet's Corner in West- 
minster Abbey in 1084 it was a 
testimony of England’s love and re- 
spect for this great American poct. 

Charies Kingsley once said that 
Longfellow had the most beautiful 
human’ face he had ever seen, 
was extremely handsome with his 
broad forchead, his clear ¢yes, stralght 
nose and perfect Ips and chin. 

In Jater years his long hair was 
silvery white, matching his long beard, 


. * * 


tt would be diMcult for o biogra- 
pher to flnd anything In the life of 
Longfellow. The high moral tone of 
his poems reflects hls own ideals and 
iustrates his character. 

Longfellow ‘was always accessible: 
never too busy to talk to a caller, or 
write a letter of sympathy to a suffer- 
er. Sometimes children would hang 
round his garden at Craigie ‘House, 
once occupied by George Washington, 
hoping to get a glimpse of the pact. 

He would never turn them away, 
and always assumed that they. had 
come ‘to sce Washington's study. 
Taking them by the hand he would 
show them where the great General 
had worked. 

He wns never known to refuse to 
write his autograph. So long as he 


Jcould write he would sign his name 


for anyone who asked him to do, so. 

Many a young writer was assisted 
by Longfellow, and even when the 
half-demented Edgar Allan Poe was 
making scurrilous attacks on him, 
Longfellow 
lectures on Poe's poetry. 

* '* « 

Longfellow was born at. Portland, 
Maine, on :February 27, 1807, An 
ancestor, William Longfellow, had im- 
migrated to Newbiry, Massachusetts, 
from Yorkshire in 1676. 
| The poet was the son of Stephen 
Longfellow, a lawyer and United 
States congressman, He was born in 
what was little more than a village; 
hence his poems are coloured = with 
Village scenery, 

Twenty-five miles away from his 
home was Brunswic in a region 
famous for romantic stories of Indians, 
nestling among “primeval pines." It 
was at a college In this town that 
Longfellow graduated. 


—{—— Before-he-had-reached_theage_of 


18 he hud written poems, and during 
his college life he wrote several pieces 
for the United States Library Gazette, 
av omagazine published at Boston, 
These were printed in a late edition 
of. his. works, Among them is the 
“Burial of the Minnesink,” the “Hymn 
of the Moravian Nuns of Bethichem 
at the Consecration of Puliskl’s Ban- 
, "Woods in Winter, and “April 
Day. 
s Rea of these show qualities never 
surpassed by Longfellow.’ ‘ 

After his college life, Longfellow 
spent a period in the law office of 
his father, but he was soon appoint- 
ed to u professorship of modern langue 
ages at his college, and travelled for 
some years to perfect himself for his 
duties, j 

He visited Spain and Germany, and 
in 1835 he was chosen successor to 
Professor Tickner, professor of mo- 
dern Janguages and literature it the 
university of Cambridge, near Boston. 

On receiving this appointment ho 
again visited Europe, devoting special 
attention to Scandinavia and Switzer- 
land. During this visit he lost ‘his 
wife, whom he had married in 1831.

Longfellow soon settled down In 
Boston, attrncted by its cultivated 
society. 

In Yas9 he published “Hyperion: a 
Romance,” and ‘his first volume of 
poetry entitled ‘Voices of the Night.” 
“Hyperion,” which gave j-record of 
his travels, was extremely popular. 

Five years later he published . o 
small volume of ballads whieh includ- 
ed “The Skeleton. In Armour,” “The 
Wreck of the Hesperus," “The Village 
Blacksmith” and, “Excelsior.”

THE YEAR IN CHINA

“bright moments have definitely had 
the best of it and, allhough there 
will almost certainly be bad patches 
from time to time, yet we feel fairly 
confident that, In due coursc, as the 
stability and authority of. the Chinese 
Government .become 
the outlook will still further improve, 

It must not be forgotten, how 
immense js the ‘task of unifying and 
governing such a great country as 
China, It has often been pointed 
out that the ‘proper comparison is 
between China and Europe rather 
than between China and a single 
country. This indicates that patience 
{s needed and teo much must not 
yet be expected. : : “4 

Relations with Japan have again 
dominated the political scene, and

THE SIAN AFFAIR 


The selzure of the Generalissimo 
at Sian on December [2th, which the 
Chinese now refer to as the Double 
Twelfth affair, came us a great shock 
to China, and although he was re- 
eased within « fortnight, a tragedy 
was at one time feared. I believe 
that the Generallssimo has re- 
pudiated the title of Dictator. All 
the same ‘his influence is felt every- 
where in China, and either directly 
or indirectly his hand can be traced 
bthind most of the progressive 
schemes of development which have 
been initiated during the last few 
years.’ He has done much for China, 
and his removal would be a scrlous 
blow to the progress recently made. 


Prior to fhe Sian incident the 
country seemed to be reasonably 
quiet and the Central Government 
firmly_installed,.but:since then.there 
has again been uncertainty, though 
the Plenary Session of the Central 
Exceutive Committce just. concluded 
has we trust cleared the air. 


- HONGKONG AND CANTON 


I must before passing on mention 
the change, which has taken place 
in the status of Kwangtung., Here 
in Hongkong .we are particularly 
affected by the transfer of control,

still too impermanent for that—we 
look forward to close collaboration 
between Hongkong and Canton in all 
inter-connected matters and trust 
that the good foundation laid by 
His Excellency Sir Andrew Calde- 
cott, when he visited Canton last 
year, will be productive of benefit 
to both sides, 


Your Board of. Dircctors fully 
assoclate ‘themselves with the 
many public expressions of regret 
at the transfer of Sir Andrew to 
Ceylon after so short a period as 
the Governor of this Colony, Qur 
loss is their gain; We feel sure 
that he will win the confidence 
and esteem of Ceylon as quickly 
as he did of Hongkong. . 


LOCAL CURRENCY 


IT will now turn to currency ques- 
tlons. In Hongkong we startcd the 
yenor with exchange at 1/34, rising 
to 1/3%%, where it remained until the 
imiddle of May. By the middle of 
September the rate declined to 1/2% 
but recovered to 1/2%% at the end of 
the year. : 
Atter,a full year’s trial we may 
say that our new currency has work- 
ed niost- satisfactorily, with a mint- 
mum of fluctuations, which has been 
a great help to Merchants, 
As you all know, China -is no 
fonger on a free silver currency 
standard. Her currency system may 
perhops fairly be termed o managed 
forelgn exchange ‘standard, although 
hor currency reserves are in fact 
partly in foreign exchange, partly in 
Rald and partiy.in silver, But tho

States made by the K. P. Chen 
Mission last summer, full particulars 
at which have not been revealed, 
provided, so far as is known, for the’ 
purchase by the United States of 
regular snd substantial amounts of 
nilver nt the average monthly world 
prices, while China on her slde ngreed 
tu enlarge the ust of silver and maln- 
tain «an independent currency system 
unlinked to any forcign “monetary 
unit, Thus it will be-seen that silver 
has not yet been entirely cast off, 
though Its future influence in Chinn 
seems Hkely to be small. : 

Tt foreign banks, with the excep- 
ton of the, Japanese, handed over 
all their silver ngatnst Icgal tender 
notes early in the year, but no In- 
formation 1s available as to the 
uctual stocks now held by the Chinese 
Government. Considerable amounts 
have, of course, been disposed of. 
The legal tender note issue at the 
end of the year was about $1,100,- 


000,000.—which excludes the Issucs 
of the commercial banks, whose notes 
have not yet been entirely recalled, 
sind of the Farmers’ Bank, the posl- 
tion of which is somewhat obscure. 
According to the reports of the Cur- 
rency Reserve Board, fully 60 ver 
cent, cover against the notes of the 
Government Banks is held in “cash,” 
lwhich term includes foreign curren- 
eles, These legal ‘tender notes are 
now current [n every province 
throughout China in varying degrees 
of popularity and they are steadily 
replacing other forms of currency. 


——--~-REFORMS_JUSTIFIED 


sir Frederick Leith-Ross has stated 
that the Chinese Monctary reforms 
have been justified by their results. 
Everyone will agree that 90 far there 
has been no hitch, but rather there 
has been every sign of skilful 
munagement by the Central Bank. 
Occasional political scares have 
cuused speculative manipulations, but 
the official rate has nevertheless been 
maintained without wavering, and 
the resources at the disposal of the 
Government Banks hnve proved 
adequate. During the whole of 1936 
the rates in Shanghai for the pound 
have remained between 1/2.%4d. and 
1/2,19/32d., a difference of only 
11/32d., while the U.S. Dollar rate 
has ranged from 294 to 30%. These 
differences can be attributed in part 
to fluctuations’ in the London/New 
York cross rate. I will deal with the 
trade figures later on, but it is ob- 
vious that the lowered rate of ¢ex- 
change has encouraged exports, .and 
wlthough imports have been adverse- 
ly affected, nevertheless the steadi- 
ness of exchange has to some extent 
offsct this disadvantage, I cannot 
elo better than quote Sir Frederick 
Leith-Ross’ opinion of lust June when 
he said: . : 


“All things considered there 
would appear te be every reason 
0 far. as economic foctors are con~ 
cerned for confidence in the present 
currency scheme, provided that the 
Chinese Government complete and 
carry through eMciently the pro- 
.gramme of internal reforms  in-

There was much more in Sir 
Frederick’s admirable statement 
which still applles with great force.

The signs -of 
recovery are clearly apparent and the 
excellent crops throughout the coun- 
try have been Oo grent boon, 
coming ox they did at a time 
when exchange fad just | been 
fixed at a redsonably low level, and 
when the demand for China produce 
wus improving abroad. As a few 
instances, we may mention the im- 
provement {n Chinese commodity 
prices, the rise in yarn, the demand 
for piece goods which has resulted in 
the re-opening of closed cotton- 
mills, and encouraging progress rc- 
ported by utility companies, 

Shanghal {s; however, still faced 
with one serious, handicnp to entire 
recovery in the dendlock that exists 
In regard to its mortgage and real 
estate problem, with which Is bound 
up the question of the right of land- 
lord vis-a-vis tenant. There are 
anomalics in the taws governing 
these matters which require to be 
straightened out.

About the same 
time a Recovery Loan of $340,000,000 
was placed. with the Government 
Banks.

Excellerit progress has been made 
throughout the year in the settlement 
of foreign debts in arrears, Apart 
from the steps taken to clear off 
numerous commercial debts due by 
Government departments, the initia- 
tive tuken by the Governor of the 
Bank of England in forming a 
Chinese Railway Bondholders’ Com- 
mittee in London has proved to be of 
great value and assistance. . 

As a result of negotiations initiated 
by the Ministers of Finance and Rail- 
ways, terms of readjustment of the 
T, P. R. Loans, the Honan Railway 
Lown the Lung Hat Railway Loans 
and the Canton-Kowloon Railway 
Loan have been recammended by the 
Committee for the acceptance of Bri- 
tish Bondholders. These offers have 
in every case been well received in 
London as being the best obtainable 
in the circumstances. A settlement 
of the Hukuang Railways Lonn has 
been complicated by the International 
nature of the flotation, but an an- 
nouncement may be expected in the 
future. A settlement of the Vickers- 
Marconi debt has ulso been negotiated 
by another Committee and at the 
present moment it seems that all 
Chinese loans floated in London, ex- 
cepting the Hukuang, have been read- 
justed as satisfactorily aos can be 
expected, In the first few years the 
resultant charges on the Ministrics, 
of Finunce and Railways are quite 
small, ond this gives time for the 
Government to complete their plans 
for the rchnbilitation of the finance 
of the country, whith we see no 
reason to doubt can be done if poli-+ 
tleal stability is assured.- 


SMUGGLING EVIL 

Improved returns, have been ‘re~ 
ported by the Salt’ and Internal

UNWARRANTED INTERFERENCE 


But by the exercise of grent resolu- 
tlon, coupled with tact, Sir Frederick 
Maze has succeeded in maintaining 
the authority of the Customs Inspec- 
torate In the midst of much political 
confusion and unwarranted inter- 
terence with Its legitimate functions. 
The Customs Service have a fine re- 
cord and ngain ‘and ogain have they 
remained practically the only outward 
and visible sign of the prestige and 
sovereignty of the Central Govern- 
ment in reglons where otherwise In- 
dependent regimes existed, This re- 
cord hhs considerable significance 
from a financial standpoint and ‘has 
contributed very largely to the con- 
fidence placed abroad in loans 
secured on ‘the Chinese Maritime 
Customs, 


The Jast published financlal report 
of the Chinese Government related to 
the fiscal year which ended on June 
30, 1935. The deficit for that year 
was $196 millions. As regards the 
year 1935-36, an ofMfecial statement 
has declared that the deficit was 
larger than the previous year; never- 
theless the budgct for the year 1036- 
37 only provided for $125 millions as 
Without offical 
figures it is impossible to say more, 
but the recent improvement In the 


purchasing power of the people should’ 


have a favourable’ effect on revenue 
receipts, both of the Internal Revenue 
Administration und the Customs, 
through an increased demand for in- 
ternal consumption goods, as‘well as 
for imports. ‘ 

References have in past years been 
made by my predecessors to the greut 
progress_in.the development-of- com: 
munications in China, The cumula- 
tive affect of these developments ts 
now making itself felt, and the coun- 
try Is being opened up in a remark- 
able way. It is now possible to cross 
China by rallway, by motor or by 
air. It is possible to telephone or 
radiophone direct from here to 
Shanghai” and from Shanghal to 
Japan, Nanking, Hankow or any one 
of nine ‘adjacent , provinces, Radio 
broadcasting stations are almost. ex- 
cessive in their number, but their 
Influence Is being widely felt, for 
Instance, in the broadcasting of 
market prices to up-country farmers 
who are thus less and less under the 
thumb of the middleman.

The resolution was defeated by an eas 


majority. 


Criticism was made of Mr. A. P. Marberts 8 Marriage Bill now 


before Parliament. 


The resolution of the Bishop of 
Ely (Dr. Heywood) in the Upper 
House stated: 


“This ‘House. js not able to approve : 


the admission to Holy Communion of 
persons ‘who, having remarried ofter 
filvorce and having thereby trans- 
xressed the Inw of Christ and the 
Church, continue to live in disregard 
of the moral obligations which must 
bind those who are to be ndmitted to 
Holy Communion." 


“ALWAYS A SIN” 


The Bishop maintained that -re- 
martinge after divorce always In- 
volved a sin against the Seventh 
Commandment, 

"T belleve it is sald that the con- 
demned murderer is admittcd to 
Communion before execution, and it 
4s asked: If the murderer, why not 
the adulterer,"” he sald. 

“But if the murderer is in a posi- 
tion to continue the slaughter of his 
nefghbours and avails himself of the 
Opportunity, then we should surely 
not admit him to Communion.” 

The Bishop ‘of Chichester (Dr. 
Bell), opposing the resolution, said: 
“There. is a very great danger of 
schism If the purity of the Church 
were to be pushed .to such no ‘final 
conclusion as to make. it impossible 
to contain within the Church all but 
‘the most purified and the most 
| deeply and irretricvably devoted to 
this Article of excommunicating those 
who .break the marriage bond.” 

The Bishop of Birmingham (Dr. 
Barnes) sald: “I cannot see thot it 
js right to fence the altar. We ought 
to encourage all who desire the ep 
of Christ to live better ves and to 
come to His Table. 

“Christ came not to call 
rightcous, but sinners to repentance.” 

The Bishop of London (Dr. Ingram) 
sald that he belleved it was wrong 
in itself to excommunicate. He des- 
cribed it’ as “‘sending people to 
spiritual death.”

The Archbishop of York (Dr.

There was no desire, he sald, .

It ls with these people that 
the law ought to deal.” 

The Suffragan Bishop of Barking

A. P. Herbert's Bill, which is now 
before Parliament. 

“If the grounds for divorce are ex- 
tended,” he sald, “It [s reasonable to 
suppose that the present alarming

Hull May Be Blown 
Up For Scrap 


SEA-BED BROADCAST 
+ PLAN 


GALVAGE . operations in the 
former Cunard liner Luéi- 
tania, which was torpedoed and 
sunk by a German submarine In 
1916, with a loss of. 1,198 lives, 
are'expected to begin next April. 
It is planned (says & London 
journal) to break the ship up under 
water by explosives und sell the 
metal as scrap, and probably, ft is 
stated, for the manufacture of armiae- 
ments, . 


On May 7, the 22nd anniversary 
of the catastrophe, Capt, John D, 
Craig, the under-water photographer, 
hopes to broadenst from the ‘Lust- 
tania's deck, and a film record is to 
be made of the salvage operation. 

Two obstacles have hitherto pre- 
vented the salvaging of the Lusi- 
tanla, which, in addition to its value 
as scrap metal, is believed to con- 
taine valuable jewellery. The first 
was ignorance of the position of the 
hull, the second the lack of suitable 
diving equipment. 

The liner is believed to have been 
loented by echo-sounder apparatus 
by Capt. Henry B, Russell, of Glus- 
gow, In command of an expedition 
In the 459-ton Ophir in October, 
1935, ot a point 11.2 miles from 
Kinsale Head, Ireland, 

The sounder recorded an object 
780 fect long and 84 feet in height; 
these are the, dimensions “of the 
Lusitania, 

Subsequently diver James Jarratt 
descended tu the vessel and stood 
on the deck, but was compelled by 
rough weather to return to the sur- 
| fece-before-he-had - positively-identi-- 
fied the ship, He noticed, however, 
that the rivets were the same size 
au those in the Lusitania. 

The great liner lies in more than 
300 feet of water, while the ordinary’. 
diving-dress is limited to a maxi- 
mum depth of 180 fect. This obs- 
tacle was overcome.by the invention 
by Mr, J. A. Peress, a Briton, of an 
all-metal diving suit capable, it is 
cluimed, of working ut a depth of 
over 1,300 feel. ‘ . 

This suit has been tested in Loch 
Ness ‘at depths of 400 fcet, and in a 
pressure: tank at a pressure of 600 
Ib. per sq. in., which correspbnds to 
a depth. of 1,320 fect, Mr. Peress 
states, :

EMPIRE WAR. ON 
TUBERCULOSIS 


Among the many gatherings 
which are to be held in London 
during the Coronation period is 
an Empire conference on the 
care and after-care’ of those 
suffering from tuberculosis, It 
is fell that the’ many visitors 
from overseas will include 
numerous medical men and 
women from various parts of the 
Empire interested in the, in- 
creasing toll of death from the 
dread scourge and in the devis-’ 
ing of measures for red..cing the 
high rate of mortality” there: 
from, especially. amongst native 
races. The conference. is being 
planned_by_the Overseas League. 
and the Papworth Village -Settle-, 
ment which makes a special 
study of treatment of sufferers 
and of after-care of those who 
manage to survive. Those in 
charge of the arrangements be- 
lieve that it may be possible to 
begin an Empire-wide campaign 
against the ravages of the dis- 
ease. The subject is one of 
peculiar interest to’ Hongkong, 
which has’ 2 moat’ unenviable 
reputation for the enormous 
number of deaths occurring from 
tuberculosis and other respira- 
tory diseases. Well over forty 
per cent. of deaths in this Colony 
are due to this group of diseases. 
The weekly returns show about 
sixty deaths a week therefrom, | 
so that it can be said that tuber. 
culosis, in one form or another, 
kills off some three thousand 
people a year. The causes for 
this high incidence are well 
known—-they have been correct- 
ly deseribed in official reports as 
‘overcrowding, the expectorating 
habit,’ and the poverty of the 
masses, ‘It is also conceded that. 
there is great need for more hos- 
pital and infirmary accommoda- 
tion for tubercular . patients, 
especially for those of the poorer 
classes, But only half-hearted 
attempts are being made to deal 
with the . scourge. ‘ Poverty 1a,

This is 22 per cent. higher than the 
year before and,. excluding Man- 
churin, the best result shown since 
193t. Imports inercased $22 millions 
in value, but this improvement was 
entirely due to the higher rate of the 
C.G.U. in terms of Chinese dollar 
which averaged $2.26 in 1996, as 
against $1.85 in 1995. In terms of 
C.G.U,, imports actually show a re- 
duction of 85 millions of G.U y 

orse trade balance was just 

under $236 miltions, which is the 
--- Jowest (igure since. 1919, when China 
exchange was nlmost:at its peak, and 

it compares surprisingly with the 
figure of $1,087 millions in 1931, when 
exchange was at its lowest point. 

Any estimate of the international 

balance of pnyments must, in view of 
the continued lack of reliable statis- 

- tics, remain highly uncertain, but the 
improved conditions in Malaya, the 
Philippine Islands and the Nether- 
Jund Enst Indies are likely to affect 
remittances from averseas Chinese 
favourably, and the balance may well 
prove to be in China's favour, 

During the early.part of the year 
trade’ conditions did not uppcear to 
warrant any optimism, except as re- 
gards certain export commodities in 
which America was taking an 
interest, particularly wood-oil, but 
towards the outumn a definite change 
became apparent. - . 

The demand for Chinese produce 
remained steady and, added to this, 
the effect of the good crops, to which 
T-have already referred, began to 
make itself felt. : 

BUMPER CROPS 

In many parts there were, in fact, 
bumper crops. In the Yangtsze 
Valley the rice yields were excep- 
flonally good and have been cstimated 
ns 30 to 40 per cent, above the normal 
average. The Wheat crop,’ said to be 
about 500 million pleuls, was fair, 
though not up to the best records. 
The cotton crop: passed all records by 
a good margin. The production is 
estimated to have reached about 14% 
* milion piculs of 133 lbs., which is 

over 3 million piculs- higher than 
‘ever recorded in the past. The 

uereage under production is further 
estimated to have increased at Icost 

12 per cent, over ihe previous, high 
_ mark. Much of the eredit for the 

good cotton crop must be given to the 

National Economic Councll, a tribute 

to whose works was paid by your 

Chairman two years ago. 

The improved demund for wood- 
oll has,. made that commodity the 
leading one In the list of Chinese cx- 
ports, beating all~ records both Jn 
value and: quantity. Other export 
commodities show improvements, es- 
. pecially. tin, byt one feature of the 
year is thd trend towards monopolies 
‘and state.contro]:in the export trade, 
which !s partly duc to the conclusion 
of barter agreements with foreign 
countries. The economic wisdom of 
thig policy is of course very doubtful,

This 
improvement Is) mainly due to the 
better prices obtalned tor Beane 
Bean products which actually provide 
not fur short of half of the total ex- 
ports, Imports improved by 14 per 
cent, and the forelgn trade total of 
about MY, 1,289 million is an easy 
all-time record.

Consider, too, what an_ Institution 
“Hinwatha,”’ to Coleridge-Taylor's 
music, has become In this country. 

When the bust of Longfellow was 
placed in the Poct's Corner in West- 
minster Abbey in 1084 it wns a 
testimony of ‘England's love and re- 
spect for this great American. poct. 

Charles Kingsley once said that 
Longfellow had the most beautiful 
human face he had ever seen. He 
wns extremely handsome with his 
broad forehead, his clear eyes, straight 
nose and perfect Nps 1 1 chin. 

In lnter years his long hair was 
silvery white, matching his long beard.

It would be diMcult for a blogra- 
anything In the life of 
Longfellow. The high moral tone of 
his poems reflects his own ideals and 
{llustrates his character, : 
Longfellow was always accessible; 
never too busy to talk to a caller, or 
write a letter of sympathy to a suffer- 
er. Sometimes children would hang 
round his #arden at Craigic House, 
once occupled by George Washington, 
hoping to get a glimpse of the pott. 
fe would never turn. them away, 
and always assumed that they had 
come to see Washington's study: 
Taking them by the hand he would 
show them where the great General 
‘had worked. 1 
He was never known to refuse to 
write his autograph, So long as-he 
could write he would sign his name 
for anyone who asked him to do so. 
Many a young writer was hssisted 
by Longfellow, pnd even when the 
half-demented Edgar Allan Poc was 
attacks on him, 
Longfellow swas | giving enthusiastic 
leetures on Poe's poetry.

Longfellaw was born at Portland, 
Maine, on February 27, 1807. An 
ancestor, William Longfellow, had tm- 
migrated to Newbury, Massachusetts, 
from Yorkshire in 1676, 

The poet was the son of Stephen 
Longfellow, a. lawyer and United 
States congressman. He was born In 
what was little more than a village; 
hence his pocms are coloured with 
village scenery. 

Twenty-five miles 
home was Brunswick, In a. region 
farnous for romantic stories of Indians, 
nestling among “primeval pines.” It 
was at a college in this town that 
Longfellow graduated. 

Before he had reached the age of 


18 he had written poems, and during 


his college life he wrote several pieces 
for the United States Library Gazette, 
a magazine published at Boston. 
These were printed in a late edition 
of his -works, Among .them is the 
“Durlal of the Minnesink,” the “Hymn 
of the Moravian Nuns of Bethlehem 
at the Consccration of Pulaski’s: Ban~ 
ner," “Woods in Winter,” and “April 

Some of these show qualities never 
surpassed by Longfellow. 

After his college life, Longfellow 
spent u' period in the law office of 
his father, but he was soon appoint- 
ed to a professorship of modern langu- 
ages at his college, and travelled for 
some years to perfect himself for his 
duties, 

He visited Spain and Germany, and 
In 1036 he was chosen successor to 
Professor Tickner, professor of mo- 
dern Janguages and Iiterature at the 
university of Cambridge, near Boston. 

On receiving this appointment he- 
again visited Europe, devoting. special 
attention to Scandinavia and’ Switzer- 
Jand. During this visit he Jost his 
wife, whom he had morricd in. 1831.

Longfellow soon settled down in 
Boston, attracted by its cultivated 


socicty. 

In 1839 he published ‘“Hyperlont a 
Romance,” and his first volume 0 
poetry entitled ‘Voices’ of ‘the Night.”

The resolution of the Blsho 
Ely (Dr. Heywood) in th 
House stated: 

“This House is not able to approve 
the admission to Holy Comtmunion of 
persons who, having remarried ofter 
dlvorce and hnving thereby trans- 
gressed the law of Christ and the 
Church, continue to live in disregard 
of the moral obligations which must 
bind those who are to be admitted to 
Holy Communion.” ‘ 


“ALWAYS A SIN" 


The Bishop maintained that re- 
marriage’ after divorce always in- 
volved a sin against the Seventh 
Commandment. 

“T believe it is sald that the con- 
demned murderer is admitted to 
Communion before execution, and It 
dg asked: If dhe murderer, why not 
the adulterer,” he said. 

“But if the murderer is in a posi- 
tion to contintic the slaughter of his 
neighbours and avails himself of the 
opportunity, then’ we should surely 
not admit him to Communion.” 

The Bishop of Chichester (Dr. 
Bell), opposing the resolution, sald: 
“There is: very great danger of 
schism if the purity of the Church 
were to be. pushed to such a fino) 
contlusion as to make it {impossible 
to contain within the Church all but 
the most purified. and .the mist 
deeply and irretrievably devoted to 
this Article of excommunicating those 
who break the marriage bond.” 

The Bishop of Birmingham (Dr- 
Barnes) sald: “I cannot see that it 
fs right to fence’the altar. We ought 
to encourage al! who desire the help 
of Christ to live better lives and to 
come to His Table, 

“Christ came not. to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repentance,” 

The Bishop of London (Dr. Ingram) 
said that he belleved it was wrong 
in Stself to excommunicate, ' He des- 
cribed it as “sending people to 
spiritual death.” : .

The Archbishop of Canterbury (Dr, 
Lang) sald he could not bring him~ 
self-to accept.the resolution, and ‘that 
he felt that they would be justified 
in conscience in-not nccepting it.

The. conference is being 
planned by the Overseas League 
and the Papworth Village Settle- 
ment -which makes a special 
study of treatment of sufferers 
and of after-care of those who 
manage to survive. Those in 
charge of the arrangements be- 
lieve that it may be possible to 
begin an Empire-wide campaign 
against the ravages of the dis- 
ease.

‘sharp hog-back ridges, covered with 
and its houses 
clinging precariously to the “steep 
slopes. .In view of the re-focussing 
of our Far Eastern policy, Penang |s 
bepinning to have a new significance 
in the Imperial scheme. It is interest- 
ing to note that Penang was the first 
British’ Settlement ‘in Malaya, having 
been ceded to the Eust India Com- 
pany by the Rajah of Kedah in 1780. 

The fifty odd miles to Tuiping is

Consider, too, what on institution 
“Hiawatha,” to Coleridge-Taylor’s 
music, has become In .this .country. 

When the bust of Longfellow was 
placed in’ the Poet’s Corner in West- 
minster Abbey In 1964 it was o 
testimony of England's love and. re~ 
spect for this great American poet. 

Charles Kingsley once said that 
Longfellow had: the most beautiful 
human face he ‘had ever seen, He 
was extremely handsome with hia 
broad forehead, his clear eyes, straight 
nose and perfect lips and chin.

‘|. Longfellow was always . accessible; 


never too busy to. talk to a caller, or 
write a letter of sympathy to a suffer- 
er. Sometimes children would hang 
round his garden at Craigie House, 
once occupied by George Washington, 
hoping to get a glimpse of the poct. 

He would never turn them away, 
and always assumed that they had 
came to see Washington's study: 
Taking them by the hand he would 
show them where the great General 
had worked. . 

He was never known to refuse’ to 
write his autograph. So long as he 
could write he would sign his. name 
for anyone who asked him to do so, 

Many a young writer was assisted 
by Longfellow, and even when the 
half-demented Edgar Allan Poe was 
making’ scurrilous attacks on him, 
Longfellow was giving enthusiastic 
lectures on Poe's poctry.
